domain, and that actual legal settlement 
thoroon is prevented and obstructed by such 
inclosuros and by force, throats and intim- 
idation. 


Now, 
therefore I, Grover Cleveland, 


President of tho United States, do hereby 
ordor and direct that any and every unlaw- 
ful Inclosuro ot tho public lands, maintained 
by any person, association, or corporation, 
bo Immediately removed; and I do hereby 
forbid any person, association, or corporation 
from preventing or obstructing by moans of 
such inclosuros, or by force, threats, or inti- 
midation, any person entitled thereto from 
peaceably entering upon aud establishing n 
settlement or residence on any port of such 
public land as is subject to on try aud settle- 
ment under tho lows ot the1 United Statfls, 
and I command and require each and every 
otilcor of the United States upon whom tho 
duty is legally devolved to cause this ordor 
to bo obeyed, and all tho provisions of tho 
act of Congress herein mentioned' to bo I 
faithfully enforced.

JfEW YORK, Aug. 11.—Last wook Frederick 


Law Olmstoad, the landscape onginoer, who 
was detailed to soloot o alto tor Gon. Grant's 
mouumout, MTOta a letter to Part President 
-Crimmins, in which ho oppressed tho opinion 
that tho site chosen for the Grant tomb and 
proposed monument in Riverside park was 
not a suitable one. ' It would bo extromoly 
unfortunate, he thought, It tho remains of 
tho dead hero were brought into closo as- 
•sociation with tha gayoty of the promenade, 
or it tho city adopts plans tor tho terminal 
arrangements of tho promenade, which 
would destroy its main character, or which 
will prevent tho promonado from having 
tho Croat northern view as its tarminui 


Tho letter has caused a great doal o£ dis- 


cussion, and Mr. Culvert Vans, tho land- 
scape gardener "of Central park, has re- 
plied to it at length. Hosaysthnti there ia 
nothing in tho most ot Mr. Olir.stoud's ob- 
jections. He favors erecting tho monument 
and ilnal tomb on tho southern portion ot 
what is callod "The Loop," and thon it 
would bo practically out of tha park, with a 
publio road all around It 
Small pathways 


loading to it for foot passongors could ulso 
bo made, and tho view from tho drive and 
park could bo in no way impaired. 
Mayor 


Graco said, Monday: 


"Tho actual site for tho monument, or 


what sort ol a monument it will bo, has not 
yot boon decided upon. I" do not think a 
bettor sits could possibly havo beon ohosou 
than tho one near tho temporary tomb, and 
there is plonty of room there tot1 a vory 
largo monumont, without in the least ob- 
structing tho view, or in any way destroy- 
ing tho beauty of tho spot. I shall certainly 
take no action in the promises. Tho wholo 
matter will bo rotorrod to Mr. Vaux and 
Superintendent Parsons, and they wil re* 
port to tho park commissioners as to the 
host slto for tho proposed monument."

address ot welcome by Mayor Winans:— 
Mr, President and Gentlemen of tin Phur-

The object and aim ^of your associa- 


tion being to give tho people phar-ma- 
eop-olists 
thoroughly 
educated and 


trained in tho business, the people ecu 
bnt;have the best of wishes for your suc- 
cess. At the suggestion [of Mr. Heim- 
Btreet, of this oity. an honored .member 
of your association, I had the pleasure of 
doing you and the state Isome service in 
the legislature of 1882, by aiding the pas- 
sage of the bill- under which you are 
acting. And from what you have sinoe 
accomplished I have no occasion for ie- 
regrets. 
Hoping that, your meeting will bo 


agreeable as well as profitable, and that 
you will again honor our fair oity with 
your presence. -I ouoo more bid you 
welcome. 


President Howard, then read his ad. 


dress, as follows:— 


GENTLEMEN: During tho last centu- 


ry a celebrated writer said: "It is in 
rery bad taste, if not an insult, to con- 
gratulate a person who has boon elected 
or appointed to au office on bis election 
or appointment, but that you should 
congratulate the country or oity on hav- 
ing secured bis valuable servisee." 


The same rules will apply to the Wis- 


oonsinlFharmaceutioal association. The 
etate and not the association i& the pro- 
per party to congratulate. 
The people 


und not tne society, being the party who 
have reaped the benefits derived and 
maintained through the formation of the 
association. On looking [over the pro- 
ceedings of this society since its forma- 
tion, you will find that not a selfish mo- 
tive has actuated .any of the delibera- 
tions o£ this (body, but that its whole 
aim has been the protection of the poo- 
pie and not the benefit of ita members. 


Through ita efforts tho standard ot 


I h 
< racists has been jraised and 
in- 


couipetent parties, whether proprietors 
or asfliBtante, have been weeded out. 
Parties only competent to mix drinks in 
& saloon are not now able to open dia- 
ponBOnes of madiome and endanger the 
lives of their patrons and send inuooeat 
parties to "their long home," before hap- 
pily they take their own iuorney through 
their own carelessness or ignorance. Not 
only has the standard of druggists been 
raised, bat the quality of tho drugs now 
used in this state have been materially 
improved. 
A much better class of drugs 


are now vended than formerly. Whole- 
sale dealers say that they cannot now 
sell one-fourth the quantity ot cheap 
and necessarily adulterated and poor 
drugs that they formerly oould, except 
to small jobbers and then thpy are 
obliged to keep a better quality than 
in years past 
.' 1'he standard of drug clerks being 
»lso improved as an inevitable conse- 
quence.' their compensation has had to be 
raised also; therefore, the expense of 
currying on business has been increased 
materially. Therefore, as I said before, 
it i* the people «£ the state, and not this 
AMooiation that are the ones to receive 
oongratulationa on our success. 


In accordance with a resolution adopt- 


ed it our last meeting, s medal for the 
•Indent showing the greatest proficiency 
iu his studies at the • State School ot 
Pharmacy, was procured and awarded, as 
will be eeen by th« report ot the commit- 
tee having that matter in charge. 
Whether offering a gold medal in this 
way'ia m wise course, I am not prepared 
to »ay. If the recipient of said medal is 
a young man of good hard common 
atnse, it will do him no harm; if, on the 
other hand, he is not possessed of those 
qualifications, it may do him great dam- 
age;— it may produce so much eRotism 
tint he will not learn anything more for 
tho balance of hia life. Suck cases arc 
not rare. 


Much of this valuable address is devot- 


ed to a review of business pertaining ro 
the association; the class of exhibits, 
urges united action for the repeal of the 
law ^classifying druggists with saloon- 
keepers, and in giving his reasons for 
auoh notion be oondems a class of men 
who are running rum-boles under the 
cover of druggist signs; condemns the 
custom of giving a percentage on pre- 
scriptions to physicians as a ipecies ot 
petty larceny that ought not to be coun- 
tenanced or tolerated. 


Pre«id»nt Howard ;says: I have evi- 


dence In my possession where they have 
been paid afl high as 40 per cent on every 
recipe sent to the store patronized. I 
hoard of one case where A TFBS paying 20 
per cent;B offered 80 per [cent; C out- 
bid Bat 85 per cent and got his bus- 
iness, but B rallied again and took him 


from 0. How much. B now pays is not 
public yet. From these figures fyou c»n 
indge whether the^extra 2ost came out 
of tho profits of the druggist or tbe 
poetess of his poor vicbm." Many oth- 
er as pointed illustrations are given, and 
he urges some means to remedy the 
evil, oven depriving a doctor 
oJ his 


diploma and a druggist ot his license- 
He calls attention to the illegitimate and 
qaaok .remedies that are being intro- 
duced in a kind of a clandestine .manner 
through physicians first and then to the 
trade, and suggests remedy. The ad- 
dross abounds in valuable information 
directly of interest to the members of 
the association, and wo only [regret that 
its length prevents us publishing it in 
full.

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Asso- 
ciation; In accordance with our consti- 
tution I herewith submit my annual re 
port for the year ending August lOth 
1SS5. We have at this date 335 active, 
and three honorary members, making a 
total membership 338. Twelve members 
were dropped for nanpaymont ot dues 
One death has been reported, Mr. W. B. 
Baxter, of Lancaster. The proceedings 
of our last meeting, August, 18S4, al 
Madison, were issued in October. 500 
copies were printed at an expense cj 
§105.00. S27.GO of this amount was paid 
back to the treasurer of the association 
by the board of pharmacy, who paid their 
share of tho expense, making net cost ot 
the proceedings to tho association $78. 
One copy was sent to each member of 
association, also to tho secretary of every 
pharmaceutical 
association 
as far as 


known, and to the pharmaceutical jour- 
nals throughout the country. 
The ex- 


pense of the Madison meeting was only 
813.20 as per bills presented by the local 
secretary, Mr, A very. This small amount 
is from tho tact that the meeting was 
held in the oapitol building, no charge 
being made tor same. In February 1200 
petitions were printed and sent to drug- 
gists throughout the state, in reference 
to the liquor permit which seemed to 
have a good effect, as the bill was passed. 
As per resolutions passed at tha meeting 
in 18S4,1 paid tu Mr. H. 0. Socranck, 
of Milwaukee, chairman of committee, 
£30.00 for gold modal, the same being 
awarded to Mr, Henry G. Buenzel, of 
Milwaukee, who received tho highest 
average of scholarship, and attained the 
greatest proficiency in studies in the de- 
partment of pharmacy, at the State Uni- 
versity. I would recommend that a sim- 
ilar modal be purchased and awarded 
the coming year. There has been five 
certificates issued this year, making totai 
number issued this date 103. I would 
call the attention of members to our cer- 
tificates, they are neat and an ornamenl 
to any store or office and will be issued 
to aoy miaiber on receipt of 50 cents 
Immediately after tho last meeting, ] 
sent the names of the members nomin 
ated for board of pharmacy, to tho gov- 
ernor. In April Mr. P. Hobinson, of 
Kenosha, wa» reappointed by the gov- 
ernor for the term of five years. In July 
I sent an invitation to eveiy druggist 
the stato to visit us at this time, also en- 
closed blank application for those who 
wished to unite with us. The Weekly 
Drug News, also Pharmaceutical Eeoord, 
both of New York have been regularly 
sent to the association and placed on file. 
Copies of proceedings have been received 
from Pennsylvania, New York, Illinois, 
North Carolina, Connecticut, Kansas, 
Iowa, Michigan, Ohio, Massachusetts, 
Indiana, New Jersey, Virginia, Kentucky.

Our Krtily to COIUIHIMHIOIHT ji. I,

Our reply to tbe communication in 


yontorday'n issue relating to our schools 
and the board of education, was ueoea 
sorily excluded from Monday's paper, in 
consequence of our lengthy report of 
memorial exercises ot Saturday. 


Its source, coming as it does from one 


in high place, ox-prosident of the board 
of education, and school commissioner 
of the second, ward,entitles it to more 
than a passing notice, notwithstanding 
its power for good or ill, lies more, per- 
haps, in what is suppressed than in whal 
ia expressed. To accompany us while we 
read between the lines of this interest- 
ing chapter iu school management, may 
not prove altogether void of interest to 
our patrons. 


In the outset we will in frankness 


state, that at tho beginning of the school 
imbroglio we oould not be accounted 
strictly loyal to tho head of the schools; 
holding him responsible in large part at 
least, for many of tho existing ills, real or 
imaginary, 


A tew days after the election of the 


present commissioner from tho second 
ward, that gentleman approached U9 to 
ask wnich side we should take in the 
event of "a movement to displace" Su- 
perintendent Burton. To this inquiry 
cnr answer was evasive, but we secretly 
determined immediately to place our. 
selves in a position to Know which sido 
was right and get onto it as soon as pos- 
sible. To this end wo interviewed school 
commissioners, superintendent, teachers 
parents and pupils. We sat up nights to 
take notes of school board proceedings, 
As u result of our patient and impartial 
investigation 
ot 
the 
conditions, 


wo 
were 
forced 
to 
exonerate tho 


superintendent aud hold tho board of 
education responsible for the unfortu- 
nate state of affairs. While the former 
would do good, evil was present with 
him in tbe form ot a revolutionary fac- 
tion impeding progress that otherwise 
would have been made. 


As already intimated, having become 


interested at the nutset we have kept a 
careful run of affairs up to the present, 
and so fool ourselves fairly competent to 
answer the official statements referred 
to. 


To convince an intelligent people like 


our own more than bold statements are 
necessary, and wheu a member of our 
board of education assorts "that our hieh 
school does not stand as high, as other 
high schools m the state", they naturally 
demand the ground of the faith that is 
in him. "This fact all know," he Tja 
'or ought to know". 
We venture the 


assertion, that the writer of yesterday's 
communication himself cannot tell of 
what branches the course of study in the 
high school consists, and that by way of 
arriving at truth in the matter, tho learn- 
ed commissioner has never compared 
the oourse of study of our high school 
with those of like cities in tho state is 
clearly evidenced by what he says. Fur- 
thermore wo state on the best ct author- 
ity that tho commissioner from the sec- 
ond, during his term of office, has never 
yet spent an hour in the high school de- 
partment with a view to learn what waa 
done, or to determine the character o. 
;he service rendered, In the light o^

ond" voted himeolf into tho presidency 
of the school board, a committee, o. 
which he became chairman, was appoint 
ed to revise the above courso of stiuly 
So "utmost" was the "desire" of tho head 
of this committee "to have our schools 
as good as any in the state," that he for 
got to report, and the courso ot study 
remains an originally adopted, 
icg tho French, German, and Greek, so 
far as the line of studies is concerned 
•we know our schools stand second to 
none in Wisconsin. 


Bat by way of placing more .fully our 


schools "oa a par with other schools in 
the state" the superintendent some tbreo 
years ego suggested tie advisability of 
adding German to tho list of studies 
Little [interest developing, tho matter 
was dropped. Within tho past year tho 
superintendent revived the subject in a 
written report setting forth the demand 
and the advantages to acorno from tho 
introduction of German. This resulted 
in the appointment of a committee to 
consider the written |report. Considera- 
tion( ?) is still in progress. Pending tho 
decision, the superintendent ia his ef- 
forts to "put our schools on |a par with 
other schools"; was. enconraged(?) by 
ejaculations of this sort: ."unAmerioan,1" 
'don't believe in it," -'its a farce," 'we 
might as well teach tuo Irish language 
in our schools," 


Hud German been added as suggested 


by the superintendent, • our graduates 
oould have entered the modern classical 
course ot the state university without 
examination. As it "is, our pupils ore 
limited to the "Science [course" o£ that 
institution. Even ."this slight privilege 
was secured by the Jinaividual efforts of 
tho superintendent. 


But why is the [commissioner kicking 


on matters which, lie wholly within tha 
province of the board to regulate ? 
In 


determining what is to bo studied, what 
teachers 
["are 
to 
be 
employed, 


what wages are to be paid, the superin- 
tendent is simply advisory; tho board 
of education must fix things. That they 
have frequently done so, qnito contrary 
to the recommendations of their super- 
intendent, is a well known fact. 
When 


ho has nominated for positions persons 
of acknowledged ability and estendod'ex- 
perience, his nominations have repeated- 
ly been disregarded, and persons ol no 
ability and little experience have boon 
appointed. Do Buch measures tend to 
improve tbo teaching force? 
"Why is 


.. done? Eeho answers, why? As to 
wages paid teachers, it is aTiotorious fact 
that Jauesville stands at the bottom of 
the list. Towns in tho state of 2,000 in- 
habitants pay their principal r. salary as 
liberal as wo do, while under; teachers, 
from loweit to highest, receive not less 
than SdO per month. Since tho cry of 
•no male graduates" has been in the air 
for more than a yoar, it will bo well to 
consider whether-thia condition is pecu 
liar to our city schools. -This idea ot in 
quiry 
has 
perhaps 
never 
occurred 


to the able writer of the article in ques- 
tion. 
To speak 
intelligently 
upon 


this question of 
male graduates we 


have been to no little trouble, "since the 
war began" to collect a few statistics 
whereby a comparison could be made.
